In his platform for Governor he 
pledged “all the power of the 
State government” for the pro- 
tection of counties voting dry. 
Coffee has voted dry twice by 
large majorities during this ad- 
ministration. The prohibition laws 
remain in full force and effect, and 
the enforcement must not be 
weakened by adjoining wet coun- 
ties,

“We specifically call attention 
to the fact that the educational 
program approved by the govern- 
or and the legislature is only a 
minimum program and hence will 
be entirely inadequate for the rap- 
idly growing school population.” 

Another resolution urged pas- 
sage in Congress of the Harrison- 
Black-Fletcher bill, which would 
provide federal aid for schools, 
$2,000,000 immediately for Ala- 
bama and $7,000,000 within five 
years. : 

A resolution was adopted en- 
dorsing the principle of the mini- 
mum school program act, but set- 
ting as a goal, instead of the sev- 
en-month term guaranteed in that 
program, a minimum term of eight 
months and _ ultimately nine 
months. : 

The association adopted a reso- 
lution condemning the election of 

county school superintendents and 
the state superintendent, and urg- 
ed that these officials be selected 


It is clear that in Counties vot- 
ing dry the prohibition laws are 
not repealed, It cannot be con- 
strued otherwise than full protec- 
tion is guaranteed to Counties vot- 
ing dry. Some have propagated 
different interpretations of this 
new law. The Alcoholic Control 
Board cannot make rules and reg- 
ulations for Wet Counties which 
will weaken enforcement of our 
present, unrepealed prohibition 
laws, and the prohibition laws, 
penalties and punishments con- 
tinue in full force and effect in 
all Counties which voted Dry.

Thomas Andrew Byrd, 96-year-old 
Confederate veteran, and widely) 
known pioneer of the Wiregrass 


section, who passed away at his 
home after several months of fee- 
ble health from the infirmities of 
age. The son of Bertis and Mary 
Andrews Byrd, he was born at the 
home of his grandfather, Thomas 
Andrews, September 18, 1840, near 


the present town of Newtow_ in| 
Dale County. He spent his child- 
hood in that home in the days 


when all the surrounding territory 
was an unbroken wilderness, He 
attended school in a log school 
house near his home and took part 
in the clearing of land and estab- | 
lishing the plantation, 

When he was near the age of 
21 the War Between the States 
broke out, He iminediately enlist- 
ed and became a member of the 
Seventh Alabama Regiment, Com- 
pany M, commanded by Capt. Bill 
McCall, and a unit in the division 
of Gen, Braxton Bragg. While in 
this company Mr. Byrd _ partici- 
pated in many battles, at Mur- 
phreesboro, Ft. Zollicoffer, Shiloh 
and near Chattanooga, being 
among the last to leave the trench- 
es at Missionary Ridge. 

His original company was dis- 
banded following the Battle of 
Shiloh and he reenlisted in the 
Fifty-Third Alabama Cavalry, 
commanded by Captain Davis. He 
was continuously in action after 
that and was wounded in the bat- 
tle of Noon Day Creek in Georgia, 
a wound which never entirely heal- 
ed throughout his long life. 

Following the war he returned 
to Dale County, was married to 
his war-time sweetheart, Kather- 
ine Mullins, on October 19, 1865, 
and settled down to a life on a 
farm. 

The family lived first near 
Ozark and later near the present 
town of Brantley in Crenshaw 


County. During the past 36 years 
he has been a resident of Enter- 
prise. He was at different times 
a merchant, gin and warehouse 
owner. He retired from active 
business 10 years ago but up until 
recent months he was still active, 
attended church and was interest- 
ed in all the affairs of the town. 

Surviving are two sons, B. B.

WATER POWER—In an inter-| 
view with Sam Philyaw, one of)

FISH POLES—It has been dem- 
onstrated that a high grade of 
Japanese cane fish poles can be 
grown in this section. A Troy 
man has a large patch and has 
been marketing a considerable 
number in this territory, but, ac- 
cording to good authority, he 
markets them before they ma- 
ture, with the result that they 
are crooked and brittle. P. G. 
Mathis, who planted a patch near 
the power plant, south of town, 
several years ago, when he was in 
charge, says the shoots come up 
and grow as large and as high as 
they ever will in just a few weeks, 
but they must be allowed to ma- 
ture until Fall of the second year, 
else they will be crooked and brit- 
tle. Mr. Mathis also says they 
should be cut and hung up with 
a weight attached, for about six 
weeks. If treated in such way, 
he says one will have a pole that 
can be bent double without break- 
ing, and one which will snap back 
straight when released. As a Jap- 
anese cane patch spreads rapidly 
when once started, and as there 
is always a good demand for a 
good grade of fish poles, it would 
seem that such a patch would be 
unusually profitable. However, Mr. 
Mathis warns those who may wish 
to plant a patch to be sure to 
set it out on high, well-drained 
land, as the cane will not do well 
on low, damp soil.

NEW LONDON, Tex., Mar. 23. | 

Convinced there is no evidence}

This saddened community, where 
nearly every family was bereft of 
one or more members, planned a 
great Easter Sunday memorial 
for the child and teacher 
victims, as residents returned 
slowly to every-day routine. 

“There was no evidence at all 
on which to base a prosecution,” 
Secretary of State Edward Clark 
reported to Goy, James V. Allred 
at Austin upon his return from 
New London. As a national guard

The Red Cross disaster relief 
officials said today their casualty 
list showed 455 dead and 53 in- 
jured. Forty-nine of the injured 
still were in hospitals, ,many of 
them critically hurt. 

The Rev. William ‘T. Bratton, 
pastor of the New London Baptist 
Church, where many of the vic- 
tims attended services, and others 
planned to hold the Easter Memo- 
rial service either in the little 
hillside cemetery where many of 
the victims were buried or at the 
site of the catastrophe. 


Bereaved ‘parents filed in a 


steady stream into the school's 
‘large band rehearsal hall today 
to sit on the floor and search 


through piles of schoolbooks and 


articles for possessions of their 
dead children. Wrecking crews

THE SALEM WITCHES PARADE 
F, IN 1888, you had read in the 
papers this headline: ‘Salem 

Witches to Parade for Harrison To- 

night,"" you would probably have 

rubbed your eyes to make sure that 

you weren't seeing double and mix- 

ing up Seventeenth and Nineteenth 

century history into an amazing an- 
achronism. But the fact is that the 

Salem witches did march for Har- 

rison in 1888 and for the next 20 

years they were a striking fea- 

ture of many a campaign torch- 
light procession in Massachusetts 
and other states. 

The Salem Witches were mem- 
bers of three militia units who 
dressed up in a uniform consisting 
of a Mother Hubbard dress with a 
white yoke on which was displayed 
pictures of Harrison and Morton, 
the Republican presidential and 
vice-presidential nominees, and a 
skirt of red, white and _ blue 
stripes dotted with stars. A scar- 
let cape, worn with one-half thrown 
back over the shoulder, was an- 
other striking feature and with it 
was worn a poke bonnet with a high 
crown. Each of the ‘‘girls’’ car- 
ried a broom torch, 

At about the time the Salem 
Witches campaign battalion was 
organized in Salem, Republicans in 
Haverhill, Mass., organized the 
Brother Jonathans. Members of 
these two clubs became _ great 
friends and it was their practice 
to “double up’’ after the parade 
had proceeded a short distance 
with each “Brother Jonathan” gal- 
lantly escorting a ‘‘Salem Witch.”’ 

Many and varied have been the 
marching clubs which took part in 
torchlight parades in campaign 
years. But there has never been a 
more striking one than the ‘Salem 
Witches” of the campaign of 1888.

and 60 pounds of muriate of potash. Any te p-dresser with 
out some form of potash does not give c tton a fair chance. 
Potash is too cheap to let the lack of it cut my crop and 
lower my profits. High-potash fertilizers are fine for corn, 
potatoes, small grains and other crops. The money that I 
spend for potash give best returns.” 


L., O, MOSELY, Kinston, N. C., days: “‘A six-acre field had 
been abandoned because of Rust. Three years ago I planted 
it to cotton. The first year I gave each acre 100 pounds of 
top-dresser made with soda and kainit in equal parts. I 
made 9 bales on the six acres, but some of the top bolls were 
rusty and the leaves looked rusty, The second year I

J, W. RICHARDSON, Monroe, N. C., anys: “My young son, 
not knowing the difference between NV MURIATE OF 
POTASH and other fertilizers, top-dressed a three-acre 
field of cotton twice with NV MURIATE OF POTASH, 
using 133 pounds per acre in addition to our regular fer- 
tilizer.

THE BIG SHOW COSTS 
Cone presidential candidates are 
VU wafted into office on a cloud ot 
smoke while the aspirations of oth- 
ers are dashed to oblivion by the 
same breeze. 

All of which is by way of saying 
that the cigar-making industry is 
due for a boom, now that a presi- 
dential election year is with us. 
As far back as 1888 when Harrison 
was elected the astounding num- 


ber of 100,000,000 more cigars were | 


manufactured than the preceding 
year. By 1920 and its increased 
population the boost in cigar mak- 
ing for the presidential year came 
to the tidy total of $20,000,000 above 
that of 1919. 

The astonishing thing about the 
big, countrywide show of an elec- 
tion is that the Havana filler the 
politiclan stuffs into your moth is 
merely an item in the whole cam- 
paign and election costs. The lat- 
ter, it has been estimated by com- 
petent and conservative observers, 
reaches $40,000,000. 

In addition to that huge sum there 
are other millions impossible to 
compute, 

Out of all this spending it is 
perhaps fortunate for the Ameri- 
can public that usually more good 
than merely the choosing of a Pres- 
ident is the result. 

For one thing, hundreds of thou- 
sands of persons are employed— 
not the least of them being news- 
paper workers who figure briefly 
but actively in compiling election 
returns. 

In Chicago, for example, the busi- 
ness of collecting returns is in 
the hands of the police. An offi- 
cer visits each precinct, obtains 
two results of the vote. One of 
these he speeds to the board of 
election commissioners, the other 
to the City News Bureau which has 
moved bodily into Chicago's coun- 
cil chambers for the evening. 

Rents are paid out for organiza- 
tion quarters, down to the smaliest 
precinct; spellbinders are em- 
ployed, with all expenses paid; 
bands are hired; banquets are 
spread . . . and the politicians 
pass out cigars, 

Did we say $40,000,000 expense? 
Well, it’s a conservative estimate, 
anyway.
